Contentment  at  King’s  Chef

ADVANCE  RESTAURANT  CRITIC 

In  the  past,  we  may  have  casl 
aspersions  on  local  Chinese  res¬ 
taurants,  but  recently  we  have  been 
pleasantly  surprised.  New  arrivals 
seem  to  be  taking  a  fresh  approach, 
with  unexpected  dishss.  And  even 
in  some  of  the  older  Island  Chinese 
restaurant,  new  or  at  least  previ¬ 
ously  unseen  preparations  are 
debuting  alongside  the  old  stand¬ 
bys. 

Notice,  too,  that  in  many  places 
there  is  no  need  to  say  "hold  the 
MSG  (monosodium  glutamate)." 
They've  simply  stopped  using  it. 

King's  Chel,  a  good-sized  res¬ 
taurant  newly  opened  on  Forest 
Avenue,  has  pleasant  appointments 
in  blond  wood  and  well-spaced  tables 
and  booths.  More  importantly,  the 
preparations  are  exceptionally  Iresh 
and  carefully  handled. 

We  have  never  much  liked  cold 
sesame  noodles,  because,  we  dis¬ 
covered  at  King's  Chel,  we  have 
never  lasted  it  prepared  properly. 
Every  time  we’ve  ordered  it,  the 
semi-sweet  sauce  (soy/peanul)  has 
been  too  sweet,  too  sally  or  over-

cooked.  King's  Chef  gets  it  right. 

Dim  sum  (steamed  noodles) 
here  are  flawless  flowers  of  dough 
encasing  spicy  ground  pork.  We 
won't  say  how  often  this  dish  is 
soggy,  willed  or  worse. 

We  cannot  recall  the  Chinese 
name  lor  one  of  our  entrees,  a 
Szechuan  dish  that  combines  minced 
chicken  and  water  chestnuts  in  a 
rich  brown  sauce,  but  it  is  delicious. 
You  spoon  the  chicken  into  lettuce 
leaves,  roll  them  up  and  eat  Ihem 
Moo-Shu  style. 

Skewers  ol  scallops  and  shrimp, 
with  allemating  red  peppers  and 
onions,  are  brought  to  the  table 
nearly  in  flames  and  then  doused 
with  a  brown  sesame  sauce. 
Somehow,  all  ol  the  morsels  on  the 
skewer  cook  to  a  turn  The  scallops, 
shielded  inside  an  envelope  ol  onion, 
are  especially  line. 

There  are  six  skewers  to  the 
entree,  plenty  lortwo.  White  rice  ac¬ 
companies  the  entrees. 


Al  a  previous  luncheon,  we 
also  tasted  a  tea-flavored  Szechuan 
chicken  dish  that  was  unusual  - 
flowery  and  delicate. 

King's  Chef  actually  has  a  des¬ 
sert  or  two.  Bananas  in  honey,  we 
learned,  are  sections  ol  banana 
wrapped  in  a  sweet  dough  and  deep 
fried.  They  look  rather  like  zeppole. 
Then,  they  are  brought  to  the  table 
hot,  dribbled  with  a  honey  sauce 
and  plunged  into  ice  water. 

Post-dunking,  they  aro  not  at 
all  soggy,  but  crystalized  and  crunchy 
outside  and  soft  within.  They  aren'l 
very  sweel,  not  al  all  sweet  by  Ameri¬ 
can  standards.  The  attraction  is  tex¬ 
ture  as  the  flavor  is  very  subtle. 

Best  of  all,  the  prices  al  King's 
Chel  are  reasonable  lo  low.  We  had 
cocktails,  appetizers,  entrees  and 
one  dessert  and  our  check  was 
about  S37  (without  tip). 

A  good  meal  at  that  price  spells 
contentment,  which  is  the  hallmark 
ot  the  New  Year,  4685,  Ihe  Year  ol 
the  Rabbit  It  arrives  next  Thursday. 

King's  Chel  at  1367  Forest  Ave , 
Port  Richmond,  is  open  daily  for 
lunch  and  dinner.  Phone,  273-8769
